Highway Patrol 
Approves Safety 
Brake Device

Last week California High­ 
way Patrol announced ap­ 
proval of 56 air brake safety 
devices. Purpose of the safety 
devices is to automatically 
apply the brakes on any ve­ 
hicle equipped with air 
brakes in case air pressure 
fails.

Approval has been long; 
awaited by safety experts 
and is the result of a state 
law passed in 1059. This law 
(Section 26310, California Ve­ 
hicle Code) requires that all 
vehicles with air brakes be 
equipped with such a device.

According to estimates by 
the California Highway Pa­ 
trol this law means a cost of 
from $200 to $300 to Califor­ 
nia public carriers.

According to the law safe­ 
ty devices must be installed 
before March 15, 1963. Many 
vehicles sold since the law 
was passed already mount the 
devices.

Passage of the law followed 
a series of runaway truck ac­ 
cidents. One of the most seri­ 
ous killed 13 people in San 
Francisco.

The approved devices gen­ 
erally provide on* of two 
types of emergency braking
